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FOR THE GOOD OF THE WHOLE 

The cease fire achieved as the result of a working agreement 
between the American Horse Shows Association and the newly form- 
ed Hunter and Jumper Exhibitors Association came as a welcome 
relief to all parties concerned. Each side was doing what they 
thought was best for the sport of showing horses, but the views on 
how best this purpose could be gained were divergent and the public 
clamor that arose threatened not only the success of one of our best 
shows, but the whole season’s showing. 

That the A.H.S.A. was able to recognize the value of the new or- 
ganization and agree to work with it speaks very well for the breadth 
of vision of A.H.S.A. officials. There actually is nothing competitive 
about the duties and aims of the Hunter and Jumper Exhibitors As- 
sociation as its purpose should be purely to represent the exhibitors 
and their interests to show managements, judges and the parent 
organization, the American Horse Shows Association. This parent 
organization is a rule making body whose authority is generally 
recognized to set up the conditions under which all shows should 
operate. Without it, there would be hopeless confusion of dates, 
conditions and general showing procedure. 

That the exhibitors were anxious to have themselves represented 
as a body before the A.H.S.A. is tacit acknowledgment that the Horse 
Shows Association is the tantamount authority. Now that the ex- 
hibitors have been organized the question naturally arises as to what 
they can do to further the whole show game, for although they have 
been set up as an organization to further the interests of exhibitors, 
those interests can only be reached by strengthening the shows them- 
selves. It was thought at first that this association should arm itself 
with a boycott agreement to force the hand of any show that did not 
accept judges favored by the exhibitors. 

At first glance the general concensus was in favor of such a 
policy, but it appears now not enough thought was given to this 
phase of the program for it was not the shows so much as the judges 
themselves who objected to this form of enforcement tactic. The 
situation arising from one judge refusing to serve on the exhibitors 
panel set in motion the debacle which threatened the very welfare 
of Devon although as a matter of fact the judge in question was per- 
fectly acceptable to the exhibitors association, but due to his resigna- 
tion from the panel, he automatically disqualified Devon who had 
invited him to judge. 

That this was not the purpose of the exhibitors association is self 
evident. They did not band together to injure one of our best shows 
or to embarrass able judges. The boycott provision or “disapproval” 
as the President of the Association calls the modus vivendi of her 
association should not now be necessary, particularly with the full 
recognition accorded the exhibitors association by the parent organi- 
zation. With three men from each group working on one panel of 
judges there need no longer be any question of trying to establish 
the exhibitors position and forcing the hand of show managements 
for it is assumed that the two associations will be able to keep the 
judges list at the highest level of efficiency. It is to be hoped there- 
fore that the Jumper and Exhibitor Association will abandon their 
boycott ruling at the first opportunity as a dangerous boomerang 
which can do more harm than it can do good. It is a cumbersome 
device whose very legality is subject to question and whose result 
when put into effect can threaten the welfare of the very shows whom 
the exhibitors depend upon to permit them to exhibit their horses. 

What is necessary now is an incentive to encourage young judges 
to come into the game and some sort of test which will qualify them 
for their positions. Strangely enough many very good horsemen are 
reluctant to put themselves into the limelight and offer their services 
as judges. If these same men were invited to be judges they would 
consider it an honor and would accept in the spirit with which the 
invitation was tendered them. Older senior judges should -take it 
upon themselves to recommend younger horsemen to the A.H.S.A. 
judging committee. Judging classes would help tremendously in 
pointing out those with a natural talent for judging and that eye for 
a horse so necessary before anyone can hope to be a successful judge. 
Winners of these classes would be first class material from which 
to make a selection each year. If this joint committee would then 
appoint their judges as they retire the inactive members on the panel, 
an efficient, working group of judges could be molded who would 
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know their job. There would be no need for the clubbing tactigg 
employed at first to force shows into line for as all agree, if the judges 
are good, the showing will be good and exhibitors will increase, 
knowing that each is to be judged by competent men. This whole 
episode shows the intense enthusiasm behind the sport of Showing 
and it also shows the importance of forgetting personal issues for the 
good of the whole, a state of mind far more significant in any worth. 
while enterprise than the value of the individual point to be gained, 
The compromise boils down to a step forward for showing and augurs 


well for a highly successful show year.

Japanese Olympic Aims 


Dear Sir: 

As you may already know, the de- 
cision has recently been made by the 
Japanese Equestrian Federation to 
have Japan represented in the eques- 
train events of the Olympics. As the 
enclosed article from the Japan 
News explains, better than I can, 
Japan will be represented at Helsinki 
by one rider and one trainer. The 
Japan News article states that Gen- 
eral Yusa will purchase a horse for 
Mr. Kitai in Europe since there is 
not enough money available to trans- 


port any horses from Japan to 
Europe. Though this is true another 
reason for going to Europe in search 
of a horse is that presently there 
are no horses in Japan of Olympic 
calibre. 

A Japanese equestrian team of 
about six members has been condi- 
tioning itself for the Olympics under 
General Yusa’s direction for about 
two years. Ag in the United States, 
this group has been financially sup- 
ported by the interested horsemen 
and their friends in this country. It 
was originaly hoped to send all of 
these riders to Helsinki so _ that

Part of Trip; Hunting With Various 
Packs Provides Interesting Outings

Saturday, March 8. Plane arrived 
at Shannon Airport about 8 a. m. on 
a fine soft day. To the customs with 
my usual numerous bundles and bag- 
gage, “What is in that box, so?” 
The customs man asked. I said I 
had some turtles and an alligator. 
He wanted it opened, so I pried it 
open and put the large Diamond 
Back on the floor to walk about. 
“T do not know if they can be allow- 
ed in,’ he said and sent out for 
another official. They whispered 
together for some time and one 
went off to look at a book. I asked 
what would happen if they were not 
allowed in and he said they would 
be executed. 

The official returned and they 
talked at some length. ‘‘Would you 
not call Mr. Flood at the Dublin Zoo 
until we know for certain that they 
are allowed?” my man asked me. I 
said I would not, but could I give 
them a swim in the ladies room 
wash basins. ‘“‘You can, of course,” 
he said.

He said Timmie had been going in 
great form and finished two long 
and wonderful hunts. Also stopped 
in to see Dominick O’Connell and 
Jack Joyce, both hunting chemists 
and they told me great stories of 
Timmie’s brilliance. 

Sunday, March 9. Warmish but 
dull. Breakfast in bed. Very sleepy 
a8 this air is most “relaxing”. Sher- 
Ty at the Sarsfields’ late that even- 
ing and Dominick told me I had 
Missed an opportunity. I should 
have charged the ladies 6d to see 
my reptilia and the gentlemen,1s-

6d to see the animals and 6d to see 
the ladies’ room. All the Dublin 
papers featured the alligator, the 
turtles and me on the front page 
and 1 am now famous in Mallow. 


Monday, March 10. Sharp, but 
fine. To Barbara Harcourt Wood 
for lunch. Most beautiful yard and 
horses very well done. Back at 6 
p. m. to meet Lord Lisle coming in 
with Tommie and indeed he looked 
fit and in fine form and I was glad 
to see him, both of them. Took the 
former to Diana Bowley’s in the 
Dudley’s American jeep and there 
met Alfred Hunt and friend from 
near Pittsburgh, here on a very in- 
tensive hunting tour. 

Tuesday, March 11. Sharp and 
fine. Rode Timmie down through 
the town bareback on a halter to 
Tom Riordan’s yard to get Ned Mur- 
phy to trim him up. Rode out with 
Ned on a chestnut 4-year-old. ‘‘He 
does not buck,’’ said Ned, but he did 
a bit and I am very unfit, not having 
ridden since November. Trunks ar- 
rived at 7:30 from Cobh. Unpacked 
my hunting clothes. 

Wednesday, March 12. High wind 
—too high for scent. Hounds met 
at Buttevant. Willie John in the 
Master’s yard said to allow an hour. 
I should allow more next time as I 
was ten minutes late and jogged 
most of the way. The outdoor lava- 
tory behind the pub is equipped with 
a half door. Rather public accom- 
modation. No sport and very long 
hacks between coverts, but it was 
good to see everyone again. Cleaned 
off the usual mud at the end of the 
day. 

Thursday, March 12. Like spring. 
Rode Timmie again with a halter to 
Riordan’s yard to ride out with Ned. 
‘“‘What way is it,” asked Ned, ‘“‘that 
he does not run off with you?” 
Diana and I to tea at Castlecor with 
Mrs. Barry. The tea was delicious 
and Mrs. Barry in great form. She 
is well over 60 now and hunts with 
the best of them. Her cob is well 
over 20. She arrives at the meet 
in a trap her man leading the cob 
behind and mounts the latter from 
the trap. Hunts twice a week regu- 
larly. After hunting, jogs at a very 
fast clip all the way home. We went 
to the walled garden to see her 
violets, which are superb and found 
Major Hope-Murry digging, imma- 
culate and quite elegant. Bed early, 
quite stiff and exhausted. 

Saturday, March 15. Cold but 
warming. Hounds met at Glenla- 
hane, lawn met. Andy Comyn took 
Timmie out the nine miles for me, 


which was a relief. Had a very 
good day. Timmie and I fell in a 
ditch and I arose my face covered 


with blood and my stock. My fault, 
the bank was soft and slimy from 
too many horses jumping it and I 
should have picked another place. 
Capt. Bramwell picked me up kind- 
ly. No comment from the Field, 
which pays little attention to such 
things unless the injured does not 
move. Mrs. Barry grinned at me and 
said, ‘‘Jack Lisle will say you threw 
the cob down.” Jennifer Scott- 
Nickols led Timmie as far as the 
Comyns and I got a lift in the Mas- 
ter’s box which dropped me at Long- 
ueville Bridge and I walked the mile 
in the rain. Plenty of sympathy 
there and hot tea. 

Monday, March 17. Cloudy and 
sun, but not warm. Marguarite and 
Marshall Dudley drove: me to Garn- 


ish Island off of Glengarriff, Co 
Cork. It is a tiny island, set like a 
jewel in the bay and owned by Ro- 
land Bryce who has covered it with 
tropical shrubs and flowers from 
all parts of the world, the climate 
there being tropical. There is a 
formal garden with stunted Chinese 
trees in pots, a pool, Camellia trees 
of brilliant colors, heather and great 
rhododendrons. The whole island 
is a garden of brilliant colors and 
off from the bay, the mountains, 
blue, lavender and pink. It is one 
of the show places of the country 
and visited by many tourists in sum- 
mer. 

Tuesday, March 18. Cloudy and 
warm. To hunt with the Scarteen, 
the meet at Mooresfort. Had a plain, 
but honest horse named Benjamin. 
Hirelings have gone up to £5 and 
the cap is £2. Hounds got a fox out 
of Mooresfort covert and ran him 
to the mountains at a very fast pace 


indeed. They are undoubtedly* the 
fastest pack in Ireland and give 
great cry. The drains were very 


deep and wide, but Benjamin could 
cope with them. Hit a limb so hard 
jumping on to a bank, it put a dent 
in my bowler; shook my shoulder 
blades. Lost a stirrup and almost 
lost my horse. I am far from fit. 

The fox went to ground and the 
acting Master, the honorary whip- 
per-in, Dr. Turger decided to dig 
him out. Thaddy Ryan, the Master, 
had had a bad fall over wire. Ter- 
riers arrived on the scene. Country- 
men appeared with spades, pikes 
pickaxes. Several holes were  be- 
gun into which terriers, hounds and 
various members of the Field tried 
to get into at once. Dr. Turner, “I 
am no good with a spade,” handing 
it to an enthusiast. “Wait until I 
get off my coat.’’ Loose horses wan- 
dering about; hunters on foot about 
the outlets to the den giving advice. 
Pessimists, still on horses, ‘“‘He will 
only run to the mountain.” 

The fox bolted and hounds after 
him; horses endeavored to join the 
chase without their riders—a mad 
scramble to catch a horse and get 
with them. He did run to the moun- 


tain. 
Back to Mooresfort to draw a 
tree. Some of the trees are very 


bushy at their tops and the foxes 
live in them. Horses were handed 
to grooms; the Field disappearing 
into cars replete with food and drink 
to drive in comfort to the covert. 
They are a great crowd, in the Black 
and Tan Country. Hunting is a 
lark, not a serious business and 
everyone is very gay and the cars 
with food and drink is a grand idea 
for one unfit. It is a pleasure to 
hunt with them. 

Two foxes were shaken from the 
trees; one was killed in the stable 
yard and another lost in the wood. 
The last draw was Ballywire. Dr. 
Turner, who is reputed to have a go 
at anything, arriving on top of a 
broad bank, called back to his Field, 
“This is a bugger of a fence, but it 
is jumpable’’. Hounds lost. 

The fence we did not jump—a 
double with a broad and deep gripe 
on the far side and beyond a narrow 
bank covered with brambles, which 
looked a solid enough landing, but 
upon arrival, there was nothing 
there. Called it a day. 

To Pegg Watt’s for a Negg, Pegg 
went back to Mooresfort to get Geo- 
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rge, her terrier, which had gone to 
earth. She arrived home later 
proudly—George had killed his fox. 
Wednesday, March 9. Rain, Irish 
mist. To Ballyheen races. Exhaust- 
ed slipping about in mud. A plump 
lady in a large hat and pearls, sit- 
ting down in the mud, “Mary, 
Mother of God, I am destroyed!” 


Home with two majors, lately tak- 
ing up residence in Mallow. They 
have been the talk of the town as 
they had chartered a plane to fly 
six black cats from England. The 
cats in wicker carriages costing a 
guinea each and accompanied by a 
veterinary, landed on Mallow race 
course. 


Friday, March 21. Wind and rain, 
a very high wind. Hounds met a Kill- 
avullen. Dick Sinnot loaned me one 
of his birelings. I hacked to the 
kennels as the Master would give me 
a lift in his box. The horse was too 
fresh and had no studs and shied re- 
peatedly on the slippery tar. He fell 
flat this side of the kennels and we 
both took a knock, but no damage, 
thanks be to God. What a day, rain, 
mist and a shrieking wind. Hounds 
drew the mountain, found, but could 
not carry the line. Lovely up there 
on a clear day. A very welcome 
pub on the 7 mile hack home and I 
got off my horse to lead him into the 
town. 





Saturday, March 22. Warm and 
clear. Hounds met at Roskeen 
Bridge, a short way on the tar, but 
long on the country roads. Years 
ago Roskeen House stood just be- 
yond the bridge, its dilapidated gates 


still standing. The Irwins lived 
there. Mrs. Irwin, a tall robust 
woman, drove often to Mallow in a 


dog cart, holding court at the Ten- 
nis Club and putting new arrivals 
in their proper places, as she often 
did Mr. Irwin, a small mild man on 
most occasions. He was a hunting 
man and at one time Inspector of 
Drains. On one occasion, he in- 
spected a neighbor’s drains and in- 
formed the later that he could not 
pass them. ‘Your drains,’’ said he, 
“are neither wide enough or deep 
enough.”’ Shortly after he was hunt- 
ing over the neighbor’s land and 
fell into a ditch, the horse unable 
to get out. The farmer, passing by, 
stopped. ‘‘Now, Mr. Irwin,” said he,

Shady Lady Wins Point-to-Point 





Potomac Hunt Club’s Old-Fashioned 


Point-to-Point Draws Seven Starters and 
Exciting Finish Due To A Deep Ravine

The afternoon of April 19 couldn’t 
have been more ideal for the run- 
ning of The Potomac Hunt’s first 
Old-Fashioned Point-to-Point. The 
start, announced the afternoon be- 
fore, was from Mr. and Mrs- Halbert 
Poole’s Hunting Hill Farm near 
Travilah, Md. The race was to be 
over an unflagged course, the dis- 
tance being about 5 miles. The loca- 
tion of the points and the finish was 
not known until 15 minutes before 
post time. 


The ‘ding-donging’” of an old 
fashion starting bell was the signal 
for the horses to be led to the pad- 
dock. A. C. Earnest, M. F. H. of The 
Potomac Hunt, with his hunting 
whistle, gave the signal for announc- 
ing the points. Four points were to 
be reached and at each point, the 
riders were to pick up tokens..The 
four point locations were the farms 
of Judge Richmond B. Keech (two 
points), General Harry Semmes, Col. 
Robert Jones, and the finish at the 
hunt club crossing the outside course. 

Seven horses faced Starter Halbert 
Poole and were led postward by 
little Miss Sylvia A- Bogley on her 
spotted pony. 

When the flag was dropped, the 
horses went away fast with Mr. Wil- 
liam Carroll setting the pace on 
Sonny, the horse he has whipped 
hounds off of ali season. This pair 
was on top crossing the Poole’s fields 
and over the coop jumps into Sam 
Bogley’s farm. They did some fast 
galloping over this open country, Mr. 
Carroll still retaining the lead and 
the others keeping bunched about 
10 lengths back. Sonny led over the 
plank fence into Mr. Bogley’s pad- 
dock leading up to his barn. Reach- 
ing this paddock, the riders faced 
another high poard fence. If any of 
them had taken a try at this and had 
landed upright, they would have 
saved time. However, all decided to 
let Mr. Bogley take the lead and 
open the two gates at his barn, giv- 
ing clearance through his front yard. 
(Incidentally, the two gates that 
were found closed had peen opened 
and tied pack by the writer 20 minu- 
tes before the race started). 

Mr. Carroll again took the lead as 
they raced down Mr. Bogley’s drive,

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crossing the Glen Road and over the 
set-back into Judge Keech’s- Here 
the group of 5 picked up their first 
tokens. Mr. Joe Muldoon, riding the 
grey mare belonging to his uncle 
Wilbert McInerney and Mrs. Mar- 
garet Kramm on White Rock com- 
pleted the field of 7. 

The 5 which were fighting it out 
seemed to be playing the game of 
follow-the-leader. They disappeared 
from sight in Judge Keech’s meadow. 
Leaving the meadow, some indivi- 
dual thoughts took command. Mr. 
Carroll turned left-handed, crossing 
the creek and jumping an old pole 
jump between Dr. ji.organ’s and 
Judge Keech’s that had not been 
used for years. He landed in a 
blackberry pbriar thicket. He didn’t 
know he had been followed until he 
hear the yells from Mrs. Frank 
Christmas who was riding her leaq 
pony, Little Slam. She tried to tear 
herself loose from the briars and 
asked, ““Why did I have to pick you 
to follow?” The other 3 had reached 
the Horgan woods over another 
coop. Reaching the woods, the paths 
had separated them. Mrs- Raymond 
Norton, Jr. on her husband’s 4-year- 
old heavyweight carrier, Lemac, fol- 
lowed Mrs. F. Moran McConihe on 
Mr. McConihe’s good hunting mare, 
Top Secret. 

Mr. Sam Bogley on his Shady 
Lady, the good little mare which had 
tied for championship honors at 
Potomac’s Hunter Trials, took a dif- 
ferent path, taking him over the 
snake fence to the north side of Dr. 
Horgan’s house. He went through 
the yard and jumped the narrow 
picket gate, landing him in Gen. Sem- 
mes’ field. This put him in sight of 
Point No. 2. Somewhere on the op- 
posite side of the Horgan house, the 
other 4 riders joined, all reaching 
Point 2 about the same time. Mr. 
Bogley had saved time at this point 
but when he received his token, he 
had forgotten the next point- When 
the others arrived, he was consulting 
his instruction slip as to the location 
of Point 3. Mr. Muldoon was holding 
his position and Mrs. Kramm had 
gotten lost in the Horgan woods. 

Again the group of 5 left Point 2 
together. It was learned that an 
animated conversation as to direc- 
tions was held along the gas line be- 
fore someone made the decision to 
point a horse’s nose towards Col. 
Jones. Mrs. Norton was following 
the gas line when someone yelled to 
her to turn back that she was going 
in the wrong direction. 

The token judges at Point 3 state 
that Mr. Carroll was the ist to come 
into sight from the woods into Col. 
Jones’ open field. He had plenty of 
gallop left in Sonny. From this point 
to the finish, the course would be 
across open country and yisible to 
the spectators. Mr. Bogley was the 
next to pick up a token and Mrs. 
Norton and Mrs. Christmas arrived 
about the same time, Mrs. McConihe 
being the last part of this group. She 
must have really covered ground 
from here to Point 4 as she was right 
in the bunch when they reached the 
last point. ’ 

After clearing the last coop jump, 
the field turned on across the two 
big fields. Shady Lady assumed the 
lead ahead of Sonny. Her rider, 
thinking he was well ahead, looked 
out of the corner of his eye and saw 
Mrs. Christmas and Little Slam fly 
by him quickly.

The 500 specta- 
tors saw four excellent hunter triai 
events for the Dunstan Challenge 
Trophy for green hunters; for the 
Master’s cup for qualified working 
hunters of recognized hunts; for the 
William Neil Corinthian Trophy and 
for the Frank Tallmadge Memorial 
Bowl, an open working hunter class 
and concluding the hunter trial 


events with a spectacular fox hunt-. 


ers class which saw the Rocky Fork 
Headley hounds in some nice hound 
work. 

Immediately at the conclusion of 
the hunter trial events, the crowd 
moved to the top of the Rocky 
Fork Country Club Hill overlooking 
the bottom land over which the in- 
augural of the Rocky Fork Headley 
Hunt race was run. The entire 
course being in full view of the 
crowd, had a beautiful landscaped 
background for the event, the 3 1-2 
mile course winding past the spec- 
tators three different times with 17 
fences to be negotiated in all. Four 
horses were away to a perfect start 
with Elenad, owned by John Clip- 
pinger of Cincinnati and ridden by 
Mr. Howard Tilson, leading at the 
1st fence, followed in order by Hero, 
owned and ridden by Mrs. O. B. 
Schreuder of Dayton, Procurement, 
owned by the Rocky Fork Master, 
Edward Durell and ridden by Mr. 
Harry Brown, Jr., and Irish, owned 


by Dalmaris Valie of Dayton and 
ridden by Mr. Jojie Frenzel. 
Elenad stayed on top with the 





fields, with a high plank fence on 
the opposite side of the ravine with 
only about three strides for a take 
off. The safe approach to the finish 
was to go around the ravine and 
come through the lower end of the 
club’s property: 

When the horses left the last 
point, Mr- Carroll on Sonny was the 
first to turn in the direction ‘every- 
one thought they would take. Mr. 
Bogley and Shady Lady chose to take 
the shorter distance. He pointed 
Shady Lady straight down the hill 
at a full gallop. When she reached 
the ravine, she sprung about ten 
feet over logs and wash holes, land- 
ed safely with the plank fence only 
strides in front of her. Another 
bounce and again she landed on her 
feet and was on her way to the fin- 
ish line. 


Mrs. Christmas on Little Slam and 
Mrs. Norton on Lemac had selected 
to follow Mr. Bogley until they saw 
the ravine. Mrs. McConihe started 
off on Top Secret to catch Mr. Car- 
roll on Sonny, changed her mind and 
came back to join Mr. Bogley’s fol- 
lowers. As the three ladies piled up 
together along the bank of the 
ravine in search of a safe place to 
cross, Mrs. Christmas, in making a 
quick turn, lost her stirrup leather 
and off she went- Little Slam, not 
hesitating any longer, took a big 
leap, landed, jumped the plank 
fence and was the 2nd horse to cross 
the finish line. Mrs. Norton found a 
safer spot to cross the Lemac did 
not hesitate at the fence, giving his 
rider the official 2nd position. Mrs. 
McConihe, following Mrs. Norton, 
was 3rd and mr. Carroll, taking the 
long way around, was 4th. 

The first riders in had given every- 
one quite a thrill. They all agreed 
that if they had looked at the ravine 
before the race, they would never 
have tried it. Mr. Bogley said he had 
no alterative, he had come ypon it 
so fast that he could not stop, but 
he is not anxious to try it again.

“are my drains deep enough and 
wide enough?” 

We got a short run out of Long 
Wood, which most of the Field miss- 
ed. Timmie jumping a wide gripe 
On the far side of a filthy fence 
(bank), landing neatly on a firm 
bit of sod left of us. Very intelligent 
of Timmie. Great fun for a start, 
but we got no more. Hacked home 
with young Merle Joyce, Matt O’Con- 
nell and his small son, Paul, stop- 
Ping for a welcome drink of port 
at Ballyclough. 

Sunday, March 23, Rain and cold. 
To a meet with the Avondhu, near 
Fermoy, to follow hounds in Diana’s 
car just for the pleasure of hearing 
Tommy O’Brien hunt his hounds. 
He greeted me with some warmth as 
someone from America had sent him 
THE CHRONICLE in which I had 
Written a story of his hounds, last 
Season. The country was not their 
best as it is near the end of the 


Season, but they had a busy day and 
hounds ran about the mountain like 
smoke. 

The Avondhus are a farmers’ pack 
hunting the borders of the Duhallow 
and United Countries and not too 
Popular with some of the members 





because of it. It is a lovely country, 
high and firm going, the mountains 
cutting the horizon. ‘‘In, my lads, in 
my lad.’ Then the first whimper, a 
full cry and ‘“‘Gone Away!” on Tom- 
my’s horn, heart thrilling music. We 
regretted sorely that we were not 
with them. They denned a fox in 
a very brushy fence and left the 
earth stopped and several others to 
dig him out, the plan being to put 
him in a bag and loose him again. 

We crossed several slippery banks, 
a quaking bit of bog and a stream 
to watch them, and to see Patsy 
McQue, whose fame had preceded 
him. He was said to be in a “blue 
sports coat.’’ He was there and his 
pack, five terriers and a sheep dog, 
quite as famous as a fox dog. Patsy 
hunts the country on odd days in an 
old pink coat and upon an ancient 
side saddle (as he could get no 
other), a short youth with sharp 
black eyes. Jack Keily, the whip, 
was directing operations while a 
foot follower went off to hounds on 
his horse. They had dug a large 
hole. at the mouth of the earth and 
were making, preparations to dig 
on the far side to push him out, 
Patsy McQue was no help at all, 
misleading all concerned, as he want- 
ed the fox for a later day. 

Diana, peering into the earth, cri- 
ed to those on the top, ‘He is com- 
ing out!’”’ and waved a bag at him. 
There was much scrambling to get 
to the earth, but he did come out 
and bolted away. Hounds, not far 
away, were put on the line, but Pat- 
sy McQue’s sheep dog and one ter- 
rier killed him first. However, some 
one collected his carcass to use as 
a drag the following Sunday, a 
scent, by that time, no hound could 
ignore. Patsy asked for the ‘‘‘tail’’. 
“Give me the tail,’ he said, ‘‘for my 
little brother, ‘‘but it was refused 
sternly. ‘“‘Anyway,” said Patsy, as a 
parting dig at the Avondhu hounds, 
“Ye, can take along the sheep dog 
if ye want him.” 

The Master packed up at 3 o’clock 
much to the annoyance of the Field. 
“IT hope you have a good summer 
and goodby until next year.’’ No 
one replied and they all passed him 
with stony stares. ‘‘We are going 
on’’, someone told us in a low voice. 
“Jack Kiely is taking the hounds.’’ 
And so he did and they had a twisty 
kind of a run, but hounds won’t 
hunt well for anybody but Tommy. 

We went to high tea at Corrin 
from whence Jim Barry has export- 
ed many a good show horse to Amer- 
ica, Tom and Sheila Riordon live 
there with him, Sheila being his 
daughter, hunting all winter and 
showing in the summer. A grand 
place to stop in for tea, the table 
laden with food, joints of ham and 
mutton, potatoes cooked in several 
ways as is the custom, vegetables 
and sweets and cheese. Jack Kiely 
came in and most of the Field, the 
talk full of Irish wit and a flavor no 
other country has. 

Wednesday, March 26. Hounds 
met at Freemont and a shocking bad 
day. End of the season and lots of 
visitors from Limerick and the Unit- 
ed and no sport. Had arrived by 
horse box, but hacked the 10 miles 
home. 

Friday, March 28. Very cold, high 
wind and snow showers. Hounds met 
at Doneraile Court. Went out to 
watch. Poor meet and the Master on 
that side of the country, Harry Free- 
man Jackson called it off. Few out 
and none too disappointed except 
Father McCarthy who had had his 
horse led on 11 miles from the other 
side of the mountain. Very seldom 
does weather stop the hunting. 

Saturday, March 29. High wind, 
cold. Last meet on the card at 
Ballydrahane Bridge outside of Kan- 
turk. The Derrygallon Harriers 
hunt it, but Duhallow has not been 
there since Mr. Shepherd’s time. Too 
far to hack, so had booked Thomp- 
son’s trailer. We drew here and 
there blank, the wind getting cold- 
er. Went :to Priory Wood, near 
where Robert Emmett’s girl friend 
lived. Really did not want to go, 
but hated to miss anything as I came 
so late. The wood is a long one 
and hard to push out a fox, but 
there were plenty of them. They 
obligingly appeared in every direc- 
tion. We were on the top side, big 
fields with firm turf and banks—no 
mud, great galloping country. All 
viewed foxes, most of them going in- 
to the wood, so many foxes it be- 
came a joke. Hounds ran them the 
length of the covert and we galloped

joyously over the grand country. 
When too cold, we followed through 
the wood where there was no wind. 
It was not a great day, but it was 
great fun. Five of us hacked back 
to Kanturk on foot paths through 
the fields and woods. We found the 
path to the road blocked. by brush 
and barbed wire and the only way 
out was to slide down a very steep 
hill which ended abruptly at about 
a seven-foot drop over a deep stream 
onto the road. Mrs. Grehan’s Ripple, 
a lovely mare, took it lightly onto 
My Timmie saw a shelf 
of land above the stream, hopped 
onto it like a squirrel and dropped 
onto the road. He is a smart horse. 
Put him up in Peg Lennihan’s yard 
and had tea at her house to wait for 
the trailer, which took the Dills 
home first. Back in Mallow at 8:30 
p. m. 

Sunday, March 30. Cold and a 
high wind. To the Avondhu Coun- 
try to watch their drag, which offi- 
cially closes their season. Diana took 
Harry Freeman Jackson and me. He 
was riding. We arrived two hours 
beforehand as did others as _ last 
year the drag was scheduled for 2 
and started off at 1. This year it yas 
said to start at the same hour, but 
started at 3. Time means nothing in 
.this country. 

There: was a big Field and many 
children. Jack Keily brought on 
hounds and put them on the line, 
Harry taking them on from there. 
We picked up Tommy O’Brien to 
show us the way. We wanted to 
know the distance, ‘‘Surely 9 miles,” 
said Tommy. The participants later 
thought more. 

There were quite a few falls and 
several people in trouble, but a 
good many finished it. Harry won 
it on a blood mare much to every- 
one’s delight as he is popular in the 
country. He was presented with a 
large silver cup to be won annually 
and onlookers, riders and anyone 
interested at all gathered at the 
pub at the finish to drink his health 
in whisky from the cup, filled sever- 
al times. 

There were many speeches. The 
Master spoke, Harry spoke, various 
countryman spoke and then they all 
spoke again. Tommy introduced a 
fellow harrier hunter as ‘‘A*poacher 
like ourselves’, a delightful intro- 
duction as the Avondhus hunt the 
Duhallow country of which Harry 
is Master—all so friendly and cosy. 
The fellow harrier spoke. There were 
many songs and some poetry and 
contant calls of ‘‘Orther, please!” 
We departed in a glow leaving the 
rest of the revellers downstairs danc- 
ing to the tune of an ancient fiddler. 

Tuesday, April 1. Sun and driv- 
ing showers. To Kilmallock Point- 
to-point, one of the most beautiful 
small point-to-point courses in Ire- 
land. The sky was black, the moun- 
tains silver, the course a brilliant 
green. The banks are big enough 
to make a horse jump; the saddling 
paddock properly enclosed by wood 
palings, not wire and a permanent 
weighing room instead of a tent drip- 
ping puddles. The course, near the 
Limerick and Scarteen country gets 
entries of a good class and many top 
amateur riders including several 
women. 

We arrived early and ate our 
lunch on the course as is the custom 
of those coming from a distance; 
watched the horses in the paddock 
and went down the hill to a nearby 
fence. It is a fine course to see the 
races as the spectators on a hill 
can see the whole, of it from their 
cars. The fences are mostly banks 
and¢ one brush fence and the going 
is on tov of the ground. 

Wednesday, April 2. Warmer. Or- 
dered oats which are 32s a bag. They 
have not gone up in price, but the 
Budget came out in the papers and 
everyone is horrified. Buttter will 


go up from 8s to 3/10 a pound 
(roughly 42c up to 52c); flour from 
2s 8d to 4s 6d (36c to 62c, that is a 
stone or 14 pounds); tea from 4s 
to 5s 6d (56c to 76c): Petrol or 
gas from 38s to 3s 6d (42c to 48c) a 
gallon; cigarettes from 1s 9d to 2s 
4d for 20 (238c to 32c) and whiskey 
about 4s (was $3.50, now $4.06) 
Beer has also risen 3d a pint, which 
hits the working man badly. 


Saturday, April 5. Fair. To a chil- 
drens’ meet of the Duhallow a by- 
day on the mountain at Beeneskey. 
Very few came out as the country is 
not good, mountainy, and rough Five 
adults including Diana with her 
son, Christopher plus pony on a lead 
line, Jinny Freeman-Jackson, the 
daughter of the Master of that 
side of the country and the young 
Montgomery girl from Avondhu. 


Hounds found on top of the Moun- 
tain and no one in the least anxious 
to go up. The two youngsters and I 
did, however, high above the mount- 
ed road followers. We enjoyed our- 
selves thoroughly regardless of the 
stones and heather. Hounds ran 
their quarry in several big loops on 
the top, down again and lost in the 
fields across the road. Hacked to 
Fitsgerald’s Pub and listened to the 
broadeast of the National, an ex- 
ceeding poor one as the B. B. C. 
were not allowed to give it this year 
and the result was not too well 
organized. 


Saturday, April 12. Warm and 
fine. A mad rush to catch the 8:40 
a. m. train to Dublin, the two Dud- 
ley children and Taylor preceding 
me to the train with my luggage 
and signalling the engineer to wait 
for me, which luckily he did. Sat 
down panting in a carriage with one 
elderly woman from Cork. Strange 
feeling of cool air in my mouth and 
discovered to my horror that I did 
not have my two front teeth. Re- 
membered taking them out to brush. 
Explained my predicament to the 
elderly Cork woman, who had also 
forgotten hers—all of them! We 
sympathized one with the other. 
How could I go racing at Phoenix 
Park and Fairyhouse and meet peo- 
ple without my teeth? I .emember- 
ed sweeping toothbrush and paste 
into my plastic bag. I pulled down 
the suitcase from the rack for a 
frantic search. 

They were there! I condoned fer- 
vently with the elderly Cork woman. 
Cloud shadows and sun _ streaked 
across lavender mountains; furze 
shone gold in the dark chocolate of 
the turf bogs; a chestnut foal ran 
away from his mother; white fluffy 
lambs played in a green field. Hunt- 
ing is over and spring is here and 
nature begins all over again.

The Gallant Fox—Spartan Valor’s Tenth 
Stakes Race, His Fifth of the Year, and 
His Sixth Victory In Succession

A character appeared in the club- 
house at Jamaica after the third race 
on April 22, announcing to one and 
all that he was no doubt.a very smart 
cookie because he had bet $20 on One 
Throw and $20 more on Heap Big 
Chief, which had just run a dead heat, 
with the result that he cashed both 
bets. 


“You’d have been better off if you 
hadn’t,.” an unsympathetic bystander 
remarked. 


This of course didn’t make sense, 
but a pencil was resorted to. As it 
stood, the tickets had a cash value of 
$153, leaving a profit of $113. If One 
Throw had won, as he was about to do 
until the last stride, the single bet on 
him would have been worth $166, and 
with the $40 investment deducted, 
would have shown a profit of $126. 


“When Heap Big Chief got up for 
that dead heat,” the bystander said, 
“he made your second ticket good, 
but he cast you $13.” 


The bettor thought this over for 
a while, and then brightened up. “If 
I'd bet on only one of them,” he said, 
“T would have bet on the wrong one.” 

This sort of reasoning has given 
Jamaica a meeting which was a con- 
spicuous success, despite the fact that 
the first Saturday, almost always the 
biggest, and the final one, were con- 
siderably hurt by the weather. As 
these notes are written, Jamaica has 
one more day to go, but even if no- 
body comes, the meeting is still ahead 
of that of 1951. 

The 35,000 persons who, without 
regard to health or comfort, came out 
for the Gallant Fox Handicap saw a 
tremendous race. Just how big it 
was is difficult to appraise, because 
when you’ve just seen a fine race you 
tend to overestimate it. A clocker 
standing near me Jooked unbelieving- 
ly at his watch, and said, “That’s the 
greatest horse since Man o’War!” You 
can see how many horses he forgot. 


But Spartan Valor, under 129 
pounds and over a track as muddy as 
Jamaica can get. equaled Coaltown’s 
record for the stakes—that was set 
with 130 pounds and on a dry track— 
and at the end ot this he would not 
have blown out » candle because, 
though Jamaica is primitive in some 
respects, there are no candles there. 
But he did seem remarkably fresh 
after such a brilliant effort. 


There was nothing 10 the race ex- 
cept Spartan Valor and Greek Ship. 
They went away head-and-head, and 
except a matter of an advantage of a 
foot or two, which alternated, they 
staved that way until they were inside 
the eighth-pole. Then Jimmy Stout 
bethought himself of the $48,200 
waiting at the finish line. and lashed 
at his horse. Spartan Valor came out 
and there was the race. Alerted got 
up to be second, but there wasn’t 
much doubt that Greek Ship could 
have beaten him and Auditing (which 
was third) if he hadn’t tried to run 
with the terriffic pace the winner set 

It was Spartan Valor’s tenth stakes 
race, his fifth of the year, and his 
sixth victory in succession, and he 
has now won $214.837. Greek Ship is 
till a bit ahead of him in this de- 
partment, having earned $246,125 

The disappointment of the race was 
Alfred Vanderbilt's Next Move. On

Monday she had won the Firenzi 
Handicap almost effortlessly, carrying 
126 pounds and beating Thelma Ber- 
ger, Kiss Me Kate, and others. Guerin 
kept her going, as you do for a pot of 
$22,900, but she was never in danger 
of being beaten. Possibly the muddy 
track fer the Gallant Fox stopped her, 
for she was never anywhere around 
after the first sixteenth. She remain- 
ed the big money-winner of the field, 
however, having earned $343,625. 

If she could have handled her 
horses in the Gallant Fox, it would 
have given the Vanderbilt stable a 
sweep of the three stakes run at 
Jamaica during the week. Two days 
after she won the Firenzi, a 2-year- 
old named Native Dancer did a re- 
markably effective job in the Youth- 
ful Stakes, by a matter of six lengths. 
He had been out once earlier at the 
meeting and had won that one also. 

It isn’t, of course, very safe to get 
too enthusiastic about a 2-year-old in 
April because he has won a couple of 
races, even if one is a stakes. But 
this one has the keenest sort of speed, 
and he kept on going while Retrouve 
matched it for three furlongs. The 
time for the five furlongs was :59 2-/5, 
which is good for Jamaica this year. 

Native Dancer is a son of Polynes- 
ian, a very fast horse, from Geisha, 
by Discovery. Geisha herself was 
nothing remarkable; she won a couple 
of ordinary races and then went to 
the stud. She had an earlier foal, a 
filly called Orientation, which won. 
Native Dancer is a grey colt, his color 
descending from his maternal gran- 
dam, Miyako, a stakes winner in 1937. 
The next dam is La Chica, the dam of 
El Chico, which was the 2-year-old 
marvel of 1938, so there is plenty of 
speed in the pedigree. There’s plenty 
in Native Dancer, too, though of 
course it’s too early to guess about 
how far he can carry it. 


Everybody was sorry to see Willie 
Shoemaker go. California called to 
him, or something, and after the 
Derby he’s going back west. He de- 
parts with more reputation than he 
came with, for he proved quite cap- 
able of holding his own with the best 
riders in the country. I said every- 
body was sorry, but I guess this was 
an exaggeration. The riders in the 
East, I’m sure, wish him all sorts of 
success, but they must wish he’d go 
and have it somewhere else. He was, 
by a big margin, the leading rider of 
the Jamaica meeting. You’d think 
that other jockeys would learn from 
him that it is not exactly imperative 
to be in front at the three-eighths- 
pole, but some of them do not seem 
to notice. As far as I know, there’s 
never been a pay-off up there.

Kentucky Derby Prediction 





Writer Picks Hill Gail To Start 
Favorite At Ridiculous Odds and 
To Win With Ridiculous Ease

We are now entering the season 
of public befuddlement. Every year 
around this time, it becomes fash- 
ionable for the majority of turf scri- 
veners to becloud the current Ken- 
tucky Derby issue with such head- 
lines as “The Muddled Three-Year- 
Old Situation’; ‘“‘Run for the Roses 
is Anyone’s Race’; ‘“‘Derby Picture 
Fails to Clear’; and much other 
written slubberdegegullion. All this, 
of course, is but part of a carefully 
laid plan calculated to give you the 
impression that the Kentucky Derby 
is wide open and, therefore, you 
should hie unto the fair city of 
Louisville to view it. I have noth- 
ing but sympathy for that laudable 
idea, for I also, think you should go, 
but (strangely enough) I have eno- 
ugh faith in your hoss sense to ima- 
gine that you would do so without 
the con-work. Maybe I’m wrong. 


In either case, I claim the privi- 
lege of stating my personal opinion 
that the Kentucky Derby of 1952 
is not such a puzzle as a lot of peo- 
ple would have you believe. As of 
the moment of writing (just 3 days 
before the Blue Grass Stakes on 
April 24) I consider Calumet’s Hill 
Gail to be standing head and should- 
er above his known opposition. He 
has done everything and more than 
could be expected of him, and my 
only point of query is whether or 
not Ben Jones can keep him tuned 
to his present concert pitch until 
May 3rd. As Plain Ben has_ been 
training horses for a living for con- 
siderably more years than I have 
been writing about them, I am quite 
content to let him do the worrying 
on that score. 


To those of you 
bring up the matter of 
defeat in The Dixiana Purse last 
Friday (April 18th) in which race 
The Pride of Calument went under 
by a head to C. V. Whitney’s Cold 


who wish to 
Hill Gail’s 


Command, let me present explana- 
tions thereon. In the first place, 


Hill Gail was giving Cold Command 
eleven pounds actual weight, which 
he will not have to do in the Derby. 
In the second place, I have yet to 
see it reported anywhere ‘in the press 
(with the single exception of the 
Daily Racing Form’s “Track Work- 
outs’) that on the morning of the 
race, Hill Gail worked 3 furlongs in 
:34 flat, and then went on to run in 
the Dixiana the same afternoon. The 
spin was common knowledge around 
Keeneland all Friday before racing, 
and because of it, all the know-it- 
alls were confidently predicting that 
the horse would be scratched from 
his afternoon engagement, particu- 
larly as the stable still had Mark- 
Ye-Well in the race, However, Ben 
Jones, the canny Calumet condition- 
er, yet again outguessed the oppo- 
sition by electing to send the son of 
Bull-Lea——Jane Gail hy *Blenheim 
II to the post at 4:00 o’clock that 
afternoon This fact brings me to 
my third place. Having worked a 
public trial of 3 furlongs in :34 se 
conds flat that morning, anyone 
capable of discerning an osselet from 
a quarter-crack, knows that the trai 
ner would naturally caution his rid- 
er to ‘‘take it and not have a 
hard race’. I wasn’t there when 
Ben Jones gave those instructions 
to Donald Devine, but I would lay 
cousiderable odds on that being the 
genera 


easy 


gist of the Calumet appren- 





tice’s riding orders. Devine did 
just that. In fact he took it so easy 
that if he wasn’t actually asleep, he 
was most certainly caught cat-nap- 


ping. Hill Gail came out of the 
gate like a ball of fire, quickly dis- 


posed of Alladier in the first half 
mile, and turned into the straight 
with three-lengths the best of it, 
hard held. Fifty yards from the 
post, Devine still hadn’t moved and 
the son of Bull Lea had apparently 
won his race. Then, from out of the 
ruck charged both Cold Command 
and Gushing Oil, practically at the 
same moment. The latter seemed to 
falter as he came under the whip, 
while Cold Command went right on 
about his business and was up to 
literally nip the favorite at the wire. 
While this was happening, Hill Gail's 
rider sat as still as a mouse in 
church listening to a boring sermon, 
After the race the boy was much 
inclined to take the matter to heart 
by blaming himself for his mount’s 
defeat. I doubt if Ben Jones said 
anything to him except in congratu- 
lation for obeying orders and not 
giving his Kentucky Derby hope a 
tough race. 

Now let us turn to the opening day 
at Keeneland on April 10th. Hill 
Gail then won the Phoenix Handi- 
cap over six furlongs in a field of 
nine on a holding tracking. In ac- 
complishing this he equalled the ex- 
isting track record of 1:10 2-5 as 
well as giving weight to seven of 
his rivals. The eighth (the seven- 
year-old Circus Clown) shared top 
impost with him of 116 pounds. Of 
these eight horses, no less than seven 
of them were his senior in age, while 
the remaining one was his stable 
mate, Top Blend, who ran 3rd, and 
to whom he spotted 12 pounds. For 
a three-year-old to give weight and 
a trouncing to his elders at this time 
of year is (to put it mildly) indica- 
tive of an exceptionally good horse. 
This is again emphasized when we 
note that two of the horses he de- 
feated have since gone on to wil 
good races at the meeting. In fact, 
one of them (Seaward) annexed the 
Ben Ali Handicap as recently as Sat- 
urday, April 19th, although, of 
course, too much credit should not 
be given to Hill Gail for beating 
Seaward over six furlongs when the 
latter was most obviously prepping 
for his winning effort in the Ben Ali 
over 1 1-16 miles. However, full 
kudos should and must be paid to 
the Calumet horse for beating the 
4-year-old Dark Peter (if only by 
3-4 of a length) while giving him 16 
pounds actual weight and no less 
than 24 pounds under weight-for- 
age scale. Let it also be noted that 
immediately after the race Ben 
Jones proposed, and Eddie Arcaro 
said “TI will’’. 

Of Hill Gail’s 4-length victory in 
the Santa Anita Derby (in which his 
slice of the cake was worth $92,200) 
too much has already been written. 
Let us merely mention three very 
pertinent facts: The distance was 
1 1-8 miles (only a furlong short of 
the Kentucky Derby): the month 
was February (proving that even 
then the horse was bang-up in his 
training); and that Cold Command, 
who defeated Hill Gail in the Dixi- 
ana (receiving 11 pounds) was never 


heard from in California race at 
level weights. Just for the record, 
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“¢yIM’S CHERRY, C. Cameron up, taking a jump in The North Carolina Hunt 
Cup. The winner in the two-horse race is owned by William H. Frantz and 


trained by M. G. Walsh.

Youmans’ Color-bearer Wins As Other 
Part of Entry Is Disqualified; *Jim’s 
—y Scores In N. C. Hunt Cup

The Midwest hunt racing season 
opened with a bang at Tryon, N. C. 
on Saturday, April 19 with a good 
5-race card run under ideal weather 
conditions: 

Dr. and Mrs. John B. Youmans, 
who have come so close to winning 
the featured Block House over brush 
in the past, appeared to have a “‘one- 
two” this year with their home-bred 
Storm On and Storm Hour. Faté play- 
ed them a last minute trick when the 
English rider, Mr. Pat Furnival, 
aboard Storm Gn cut the final bea- 
con and was disqualified after finish- 
ing ahead of Mr. A. D. Plamondon 
on Storm Hour in a nip and tuck 
finish. The latter was declared the 
winner and a very popular win it 
was for all concerned. Storm Hour 


had peen nicely rated off the early 


pace, slowly improving his position 
throughout to challenge Storm On 
approaching the final fence. He had 
drawn along side Storm On when 
Mr. Furnival decided to take his 
short cut and get home first, having 
been on the pace all the way. 

Racing luck also seemed to be 
against Mr. Howard Tilson aboard 
James Deaton’s Jarrin John, who 
crossed the finish line in 3rd place, 
driving hard at the winner and only 
ascant half length behind him. Jar- 
tin John, a tremendous dark brown 
gelding by Alquest, had been work- 
ing his way up through the field all 
the way and under a sustained drive 
was hanging onto the Youmans pair 
from the last fence In but was uD- 
able to head them- A red flag was 
seen waving from the far side of the 
course and when the patrol judge 
came to the steward’s stand he re- 
Ported that Mr. Tilson had also cut 
a flag coming off of the 4th fence. 

Mr. Austin Brown on his Foxy 


Poise, top-weighted at 171 pounds, 
had run an even race but was never 
better than 4th and finished in this 
spot. a half length behind Jarrin 
John. However, with the disqualifica- 
tion of the 1st and 3rd horses Foxy 
Poise officially took the place spot, 
and Mrs. M. G. Walsh’s Careless 
Lips, with Jockey C. Cameron up, 
finished 12 lengths behind Foxy 
Poise for the official show spot. 
Careless Lips had shown early speed 
but began tiring the last turn of the 
hilly course and dropped back to last. 

The 2 other starters in the field 
of 7 were rather quickly eliminated 
from the contest. The first to go was 
Harry Nichols’ Kardjar which car- 
ried Jockey P. Murphy off the course 
approaching the 4th fence. At the 
6th fence P. T. Cheff’s *Moot stood 
off too far and made a deep land- 
ing which left Mr- Gerald Helder 
looking up at a lot of horses’ feet, a 
few of which unfortunately cuffed 
him about but with no serious re- 
sults. *Moot was going nicely head 
and head with Storm On on the front 
end of the field when she came to 
grief at this fence: 

The co-featured North Carolina 
eHunt Cup of about 3 miles over tim- 
ber brought out only 2. starters, 
*Jim’s Cherry belonging to William 
Frantz with Jockey C. Cameron up 
and Elenad; belonging to John Clip- 
pinger with Mr. Howard Tilson up. 
*Jim’s Cherry assumed command at 
the fall of the flag and made all the 
running with BElenad never more 
than about 6 lengths behind. Coming 
from the back side last time around, 
Mr. Tilson put Elenad to a drive and 
she responded gamely, clésing S86 
eral lengths and it looked for a 
moment that she might overhaul 
*Jim’s Cherry at the final fence. 
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STORM ON (No. 8) which finished 1st in the Block House but was disquali- 
fied when the rider, Mr. P. M. Furnival cut a flag, and *Moot (No. 6) Mr. 
Gerry Helder up, just before falling and losing rider, at the 6th “jump. 


However, she was not able to get up 


-to the winner and finished 4 lengths 


behind him. This made it two in a 
row for Trainer Micky Walsh, who 
last year saddled the winning Cap- 
tain Windmill and two in a row for 
Jockey Cameron who rode last year’s 
winner. ; 

The March Hare, a 2-mile maiden 
brush event, brought out 5 starters 
and proved a luckier contest for Mr. 
Firnival. Aboard R. E. L. Wilson’s 
Hi Team, a 6-furlong record holder 
on the flat, Mr- Furnival not only 
kept to the course but displayed a 
great deal of finesse as a rider and 
finished the winner a length ahead 
of Mr. Charles Jelke on his’ own 
Halcyon Spain. Hi Team had been 
left a good 10 lengths at the post but 
‘by the time the field reached the 
2nd fence, he was running 2nd. He 
was never worse thereafter, assum- 
ed command at the 9th and held off 
a rousing stretch run by Halcyon 
Spain which ran in 3rd spot most of 
the way. Mrs. M. G. Walsh’s Stale- 
mate and Jockey Cameron were off 
slowly, then got the front at the 5th 
fence, stayed there for two fences 
and then wedkened. However, the 
pair held off Ginny Bug and Bossy 
Joe to finish 3rd. Ginny Bug, a Nich- 
ols colorbearer, was handled by Mr.

Howard Tilson and Bossy Joe, 2 
James Deaton-Dennis Murphy entry, 
was handled by Jockey P. Murphy. 
The latter two horses ran commend- 
able races since the field was always 
closely bunched but they were neith- 
er ever able to get to the front. 
Trainer Walsh handed in his sec- 
ond repeat of the day when he put 
Jockey F. D. Adams up on *Journey 
in The Tryon, 5-8 of a mile on the 
flat- Going to the front at the drop 
of the flag, ‘‘Dooley”’ rode his usual 
groundsaving race on the inside all 
the way and was never headed. Mr. 
Austin Brown, on Mrs. Brown’s re- 
cently leased Prairie Imp, was at his 
heels all the way but was barely 
headed at the wire by Jockey Pat 
Murphy on Harry Nichols *Rendezv- 
ous for the place spot. *Rendezvous 
had gotten off 4th, and made his bid 
at the half-way point to overhaul 
Prairie Imp in the last few strides. 
Mr. Furnival on Brierless Rose, one 
half of a John Youmans entry, hav- 
ing been. away slowly, improved to 
4th at the wire. The other half of the 
entry, Convincing, Mr. Charles Jelke 
up, finished 2 lengths behind them 
and 10 lengths ahead of Harry 
Rhett’s Princess Bug, which had 


been running 3rd at the half but

Pine Pep Retires Challenge Cup 





Mrs. W. J. Clothier’s Color-bearer Wins 
Easily Over Rain Soaked Maryland Hunt 
Cup Course To Chalk Up Third Victory

Maryland Hunt Cup day drew bad 
weather on April 26 near Glyndon, 
Md. for the first time since 1931 
when J. T. Skinner rode Flying 
Horse Farm’s Soissons to victory. 
People who have never watched a 
Maryland Hunt Cup stayed at home 
but the ones who have valiantly 
followed the renewals year after 
year, forgot spring fashions, drag- 
ged out all available wet weather 
equipment and headed for the his- 
toric timber course. Some of the 
young bloods even went back to 
their bare foot days, leaving dry 
shoes and socks in the car to wear 
later. 

Scratches were not so numerous 
as one might expect on such a day. 
Only 4 horses were kept in: the 
stables, leaving 8 to go postward. 
As can well be imagined, the ques- 
tion was whether Mrs.. William J. 
Clothier’s 12-year-old Maryland-bred 
Pine Pep could make his fourth at- 
tempt a winning one and thus retire 
the challenge cup which was put 
up for competition in 1948 after 
Stuart S. Janney’s Winton had re- 
tired the previous cup with three 
successive wins in 1942-46-47. Be- 
* cause of the war, the Maryland Hunt 
Cup was not run in 1943-44-45. Last 
year Pine Pep’s third attempt was 
cut short when Bomber fell at the 
llth and Pine Pep fell over him. 


Certainly not to be overlooked 
was Mr. Janney’s *Philstar which 
had handed a defeat to Pine Pep in 
this year’s running of My Lady’s 
Manor Point-to-Point. Then tpo, 
Mrs. Gary Black’s Captain Black was 
4 formidable contender off of his 
performance thus far this season. 
In fact, when the 8 horses lined up 
before the starter, 4 miles and 22 
jumps were ahead of them in going 
which included practically every- 
thing that can happen to fields after 
almost 3 1-2 days of rain. 


Spectators scattered to their pre- 
viously selected vantage points.... 
comments ran riot as to the type of 
horse one would want under him IF 
he were riding this afternoon. .gum 
boots caused many a hill climber to 
stop for a second breath. .far to the 
left the riders could be seen through 
the rain and haze bringing the hor- 
ses into line. THEY’RE OFF. Those 
short words have sent many great 
fields off but it is doubtless if any 
other field ever has as many riders 
from the ground as this one does 
year after year. Hunting people 
abound and they know how weather 
and footing conditions can effect the 
going; from the Ist to the 22nd, 
they ride over every jump. 

Only one gray horse was in the 
field, owner-rider Mr. George H. C. 
Arrowsmith’s Barrier. This pair went 
away fast from the flag but coming 
into the 1st jump, Mr. Daniel B. 
Brewster brought his *Bachelor’s 
Double up on even terms with the 
leader and. they jumped together. 
Behind them, coming on as a hunt 
team, were Captain Black, Henry 
Lewis III’s Jordan and Thomas Mc- 
Kelvey’s Hydro Bello. 

The field as a whole was showing 
g00d judgment in not going too 
fast toward the 2nd jump. Approach- 
ing the 2nd, Mr. Sidney Culver went 
to the front on Jordan, a former flat 
horse which, this time last year, 
knew infield sport only through 
Slight acquaintance in the hurdle 
ranks, Behind this pair were Mr. 
Nathan Clark on Hydro Bello, Bar- 
rier and Mr. Hugh O’Donovan. on 
Captain Black. Mr. Janney’s hopes 
Went sailing as *Philstar and Lt. B. 
H.. “Laddy” Murray went down, 

Philstar taking down rails and post 
as he went. 

The 3rd, the jump which caused 
Such havoc in the ranks: last year, 
evidently had the proper respect for 
the going and did not lay a claim 
to any horses or riders. Jordan was 
Over safely, followed by Barrier, Cap- 
tain Black Hydro Bello, *Bachelor’s 
‘Double, E. H. Bennett on Mrs. Alan 
M. Scaife’s Tourist Dream and Pine 
Pep. Water splashed up in every 





direction as the field went to and 
over the 4th and at this jump, ano- 
ther member of the field was out. 
Mr. Clark was thrown up on Hydro 
Bello’s neck, went over the horse’s 
head and was down as a lost rider. 


When the horses went around the 
turn toward the 5th, it was almost 
as though someone was driving a 
car at a fast speed in the field, the 
water splashing up was plainly visi- 
ble but the riders ignored this, pick- 
ing a panel over which to jump the 
5th. Mr. Culver was having diffi- 
culty rating Jordan and over the 
6th, they were leading by 3 1-2 
lengths, the order then being 
*Bachelor’s Double, Captain Black, 
Barrier, Tourist Dream and Pine 
Pep. Recent additions to the Pine 
Pep delegation were beginning to 
mutter but the ‘‘old-timers”’ calmed 
them with, ‘‘Mike knows what he 
is doing. That’s the way the pair 
goes—stay behind and when they 
get ready, move and move fast.” 


The order over the 7th was the 
same with the exception of Tourist 
Dream moving ahead of Barrier. 
However, upon landing, Dan Brews- 
ter sent *Bachelor’s Double out 
ahead of the pace setting Jordan 
and opened a 2-length gap over the 
8th and over this jump, Pine Pep 
moved ahead of Barrier. In the run 
to the 9th, Jordan showed a dis- 
tinct dislike toward having another 
horse in front of him and jumped 
on even terms with *Bachelor’s Dou- 
ble; landed going away and was 
again the horse establishing the 
pace. 

Around the turn and staying on 
the course on the other side of the 
hard road, the 10th was handled 
without trouble. Jordan continued 
to be the front runner with *Bache- 
lor’s Double and Captain Black stay- 
ing well up. After the 11th, Mike 
Smithwick, his ‘‘jinx’’ jump behind 
him, began to let Pine Pep move up 
a bit, closing ground which separat- 
ed him from the 4th horse, Tourist 
Dream. The rain was coming down 
steadily and the resulting moisture 
on glasses didn’t help the situation 
any. Something had gone wrong 
at the 12th. Captain Black and 
Pine Pep were over all right, Bar- 
rier was trailing the field and hadn’t 
reached the jump. That left Jordan, 
which had been leading going into 
this one, *Bachelor’s Double and 
Tourist Dream. Jordan had hit hard, 
falling heavily. *Bachelor’s Dou- 
ble, which had been in close behind 
Jordan, had just cause to refuse, 
but his refusal also stopped Tourist 
Dream. Their riders quickly swung 
around, headed for the jump again 
and were over all right. Barrier was 
also safe. Jordan was remounted 
and went racing after the field. 


While this was happening, Cap- 
tain Black and Pine Pep pursued 
their way to the 13th and met no 
opposition from this one. However, 
Jordan again met his jump wrong 
and went down. Sid Culver was all 
for remounting but bystanders at 
the jump talked him out of it. 
Around the turn after the 14th, 
Captain Black and Hugh O’Donovan 
were going easily and over the 15th 
held a 5-length advantage over Pine 
Pep, *Bachelor’s Double holding 3rd 
with Tourist Dream and the trailing 
Barrier completing the field. 


Many people miss the fact that 
the 16th jump is really a big one; 
quite a few spectators stand by the 
3rd and 13th and overlook the fact 
that the approach to the 16th and 
its height make it a jump to be re- 
spected. As many a timber rider 
will tell you, a timber horse which 
rubs his jumps seldom gets into 
real trouble. Pine Pep had been 
“speaking” to some of the jumps on 
the course but over the 16th, he hit 
hard, his only fault in the race. 
Captain Black had landed safely in 
front but on the flat, Mike Smith- 
wick began to let out those notches 
which have usually sent Pine Pep 
to the top. This time proved to be

First Foal Out of the Fine Race 


Mare, Rampart Arrives At the 
Armstrong’s Meadowview Farm

Stakes winning race mares do 
make good, if not sometimes, out- 
standing broodmares. No one will 
dispute this, but let’s take a look 
at some of the stakes winning mares 
which have produced stakes winners 
during the past season. 

In 1930, Gallant Fox became the 
first horse to ever win more than 
$300,000 in a single season of rac- 
ing and was proclaimed the out- 
standing 3-year-old colt. In this 
same year, Alcibiades accounted for 
the Kentucky Oaks, the Arlington 
Oaks, Churchill Downs Debutante 
Stakes and some $47,860 for her ef- 
forts. Then when put to stud, this 
daughter of Supremus—*Regal Ro- 
man, by Roi Herode, gave the turf, 
Sparta, Salaminia, Lithe, and Me- 
now, plus numerous other winners. 
Her son Menow after a successful 
racing career, has sired among many 
winners, the Horse of the Year 
(1949), Capot and a leading conten- 
der for 3-year-old honors this sea- 
son, Tom Fool. 

Next 
eastern debut, was never headed as 
she romped home in the Firenzi 
Handicap. This Bull Lea miss, was 
the best 3-year-old filly of 1950, and 
is a daughter of Now What, by 
Chance Play. Now What, as many 
will remember, was easily the best 
2-year-old filly of 1939 and _ was 
never defeated in that year by a 
member of her own sex. 

About 10 years, ago, a dark brown 
bay 3-year-old filly was able to hold 
her own against the best of her year, 
regardless of sex or age—her name 
was Vagrancy. So far this daughter 
of *Sir Gallahad III—-Valkyr, by 
Man o’War has given the racing 
world the champion of the English 
turf, Black Tarquin, the stakes win- 
ning hurdler Hyvania, and the Test 
Stakes and Diana Handicap winner 
Vulcania. 

There are many other good race 
mares that have done well at stud 
Twilight Tear, dam of A Gleam; 
Miss Dogwood, dam of Sequence and 
Bernwood; Jabot, dam of the Horse 
of the Year (1951) Counterpoint; 
and the list could go on for columns. 

Meadowview Farms is entertain- 
ing such thoughts for their 10-year- 
old mare by Trace Call—Boat, by 
Man o’War. This black mare, cam- 
paigning under the name of Ram- 
part, was a winner of many Handi- 
caps including the Biscayne Bay, 
which incidently was her first stakes 
win, in the new track record time 
of 1.43 1-5, over the 1 1-16 miles 
distance. If she is just a fraction 
of the producer that her dam is, 
she’ll be great, as she is from one 
of the strongest female families in 
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*TEDDY - *STARWEED

America. Her half-brother, Brook- 
meade’s Sky Ship, by Teddy’s Comet, 
won the Florida Derby and has been 
nominated for this season’s classics. 
Rampart’s dam, Boat, is also the 
dam of the stakes winning full bro- 
thers Noble Hero, now at stud at 
Rosemere Farm, Ocala, Florida, and 
Greek Ship, racing for Brookmeade. 

Rampart’s first offspring is a 
black filly, foaled on March 28, at 
Meadowview, by Slide Rule and re- 
sembles her in every way even to 
the markings. Slide Rule a member 
of Meadowview’s stallion battery, a 
dark chestnut son of Snark—King’s 
Idyll, by *Sir Gallahad III, was a 
stakes winner, winning at progres- 
sive distances from 3-4 mile to 1 1-4 
miles. At 2 he won the Cowdin 
Stakes, 6 1-2 furlongs in 1.17 1-5, 
over a sloppy track and then at 3, 
he won the Experimental Free 
Handicap, Swift Stakes, Peter Pan 
’cap, Classic Stakes, Jerome ’cap, and 
Interborough Handicap. A mating 
such as this (Slide Rule—Rampart), 
should certainly produce a_ horse 
with plenty of foot. 

On March 6, Granheart, a daugh- 
ter of the great broodmare Sweet- 
heart, by Ultimus, and thus _ half- 
sister to the successful racer and 
sire, Case Ace and a host of good 
ones, dropped a big strong bay colt 
by Slide Rule. Granheart, dam of 
Coeur and Essex, both winners by 
*EKaston, will be returned to the 
court of *Easton, the ‘international 


horse’, which stands at Meadow- 
view. ‘ 
Another Slide Rule youngster 


was foaled on March 12. This was a 
bay colt from the good mare Nance’s 
Ace, by Case Ace—Comeover, by 
Whisk Broom II. This mare scored 
in the Hialeah Inaugural ’cap, doing 
the 5 1-2 furlongs in 1.03 1-5 to 
establish a new world’s record, so 
her youngster, if he takes after his 
sire or dam, should possess plenty 
of speed. 

A third Slide Rule, a chestnut 
filly, was foaled by Allusive on 
March 13. This mare is a daughter 
of *Challenger Il—Lady Legend, by 
Dark Legend (Fr.) and is a full sis- 
ter to the good stakes winner and 
sire of stakes winners, Pictor, and 
she is being bred to Occupy. Occupy, 
an 11-year-old bay by *Bull Dog- 
Miss Bunting, by Bunting, had his 
first stakes winner recently in Cinda, 
which won the Cherry’ Blossom 
Stakes at Laurel. In this race, 
Cinda went under the wire, after 
leading all the way, an easy winner 
by 3 1-2 lengths over such as Pin- 
tor (Montpelier’s Derby hopeful), 
Orco (last year’s winner of the En- 
durance Handicap), Inyureye (half- 
brother to Intent), and others. 

On April 4, Rash Hurry, a half- 
brother to the great Cavalcade, and 
full-sister to Hastily Yours (dam of 
the stakes winner Alerted), foaled 
a big bay colt by Case Ace. This 
youngster is bred very similar to 
Alerted, for while Alerted is by Bull 
Lea, a direct male descendent of 
*Teddy, Case Ace sire of this colt 
is by *Teddy. Rash Hurry, John P. 
Grier—*Hastily, by Hurry On, has 
been bred to Slide Rule this vear. 

At Delaware Park last year, the 


flashy chestnut filly, Bab’s Whey, 
by Milkman, copped the Delaware 
Spring Maiden ‘chase over a good 


field. Her half-sister Babadora, by 
Sunador, a winner at the hunt meet- 
ings, foaled on March 29, a straw- 
berry roan filly by First Fiddle. 
Mrs. Fay Ingalls’ mare is also book- 
ed to Slide Rule. 

The Pennsylvania breeder A. W. 
Berry. has two New _ Jersey-bred 
foals at the farm. They are a black 
Polynesian colt and a bay Thumbs 
tT» filly. The colt is ouf of the 
,ivoping Myty Phar, by *Pharamond 
1!_—-My Dainty, by *Porte Drapeau: 
while the filly is out of Dress Flag

Pine Pep was winging along by 
himself over the 22nd and last; only 
the stretch separated him from re. 
tiring the Maryland Hunt Cup for 
owner Mrs. Clothier. Increasing his 
advantage to 5 1-2 lengths under the 
wire, Pine Pep chalked up a winning 
outing. His rider, Mike Smithwick, 
is now the second rider to win 4 
Maryland Hunt Cup events. The 
late Maryland sportsman, Jervis 
Spencer, Jr. rode 5 winners. Mr. 
Spencer’s first 3 victories were on 
J. H. O’Donovan’s Gerry Owen. The 
second horse to score 3 winning ef- 
forts was Princeton which ran in W. 
J. H. Watters’ name in two efforts 
and once in Sidney Watters’ name 
during the absence of the former. 
Lining up as the 3rd horse to win 
3 outings and also retiring the first 
challenge cup was Mrs. E. Read 
Beard’s Blockade which J. Fred Col- 
will rode to 3 consecutive victories 
in 1938-39-40. Owner-rider Stuart's 
S. Janney, Jr. became the second re- 
tirer of the challenge cup when he 
rode Winton in the previously men- 
tioned outings. Thus Pine Pep joins 
the list of outstanding timber horses 
which have successfully proven their 
ability in this timber classic which 
was first run in 1894. 


Not to be overlooked is Pine Pep’s 
trainer, W. B. Cocks. Trainer Cocks 
sent his first timber horse postward 
in The Maryland in 1948 and the 
disqualification of Carolina made 
the winner, Peterski, the beginning 
of a successful route followed by 
the combination of this trainer and 
the youthful rider, D. M. “Mike” 
Smithwick. Since that time Trainer 
Cocks has tightened the girth on 
Pine Pep for his 3 winning trips. He 
has sent out 6 horses for this tim- 
ber event and had 4 winners, Mike 
handling the 4 of them. The other 


2 non-winning trips were with Pine 


Pep last year and with Mr. E. Wey: 
mouth on Cormac in 1949 when Cor: 
mac was severly cut after stepping 
on a bottle. Pine Pep’s victory in 
this year’s Grand National Point: 
to-Point made it 5 straight in this 
race for Trainer Cocks and he has 
also saddled 2 winners of My Lady’s 
Manor Point-to-Point. A most credit: 
able record for anyone to accomp: 
lish in Maryland’s 3-circuit events,

with the exhibition in mind. These 
include two paintings of red foxes, 
one entitled the Morning Fox and 
the other the fox going to ground, 
tired out after a pout with hounds. 
This is the one on the cover of The

Prince of Rowley, an Angus bull, 
Park Poodle, Calico ponies, Cleve- 
land Bay Stallion, A Hunt Scurry, 
Piedmont Paddock, Lead Hounds, No 
More Hunting Today—Snow; and 
Two Great Steeplechasers, Elkridge 
and War Battle.

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Canadian Olympic Team 
Makes Definite Plans 
After Progress Test 





Broadview 
Since last January horses and 
riders have been training for an 


Olympic Three Day Event Team. 
This group have not been desirous of 
publicity in the event that they could 
not measure up to Olympic stand- 
ards, but at the first actual progress 
test, a Prix Caprilli, held Easter 
week-end under a jury of six judges, 
results were encouraging and the 
Canadian Olympic Assn. has now re- 
ecognized the group. 

Hopes that Canada would produce 
a stadium jumping team for the 
Olympics have not materialized. The 
men who last year brought the Ca- 
nadian Equestrian Jumping Team 
into prominence in North American 
international competition are unable 
to afford the time from their private 
business to entertain competing at 
the Olympic Games at Helsinki. 

The group which has been train- 
ing for the Three Day Event team 
is not as large, both as to riders and 
horses, as would be desirable from 
which to make final selection, parti- 
cularly as to horses, as quite con- 
ceivably, some may go wrong but 
good progress is being made and L. 
J. MeGuiness, who has spear-point- 
ed the project, is pleased with re- 
sults. 

The Prix Caprilli test held at Maj. 
Gen. C. C. Mann’s private arena, Tod- 
morden, concluded the indoor win- 
ter training period. Horses now 
have been moved to Beverly Farm, 
Aurora, home of the Toronto and 
North York Hunt, where outdoor 
training will continue until the end 
of May when final selection of the 
team will be made. The plan is to 
remain 6 weeks in England before 
going to Finland. 

Here are the results of the Prix 
Caprilli test with some information 
about horses and riders: 

Top placement by a mere fraction 
went to Walter Pady, 19, a student 
at Upper Canada College, who rode 
L. J. MceGuiness’ Stephen L., to gain 
312.1 points out of a possible 400. 
Walter has had very little experience 
at actual competitive riding, but has 
passed his A efficiency certificate 
in the Pony Club. He coached the 
winning team at last year’s annual 
competitive Inter Branch Pony Club 
Rally and has been one of the pri- 
mary instructors for several years 
for the Eglinton Branch of the Pony 
Club.

Stephen L., is an 8-year-old chest- 
nut son of Chance Play—Almawyn, 
by Sweep All, which was bred by 
Henry H. Knight and was formerly 
named Kerdos. He carried his own- 
er to victory in last year’s running 
of the Prince of Wales Plate, a 3- 
mile timber race for amateur riders. 
He has been shown and hunted for 
some years by his owner. Stephen 
L.’s score in dressage was 238. 

L. J. MeGuiness rode his imported 
Irish horse, Tara, to score a close 
312 points but his dressage score of 
243 was the highest. He rode this 
same horse to win the broad jump 
at the Royal Winter Fair last year. 
Larry McGuiness has been honorary 
secretary of the Eglinton Hunt for 
some years and has been very active 
in the Toronto area in promoting 
sport with horses, especially for 
amateurs. It is largely through his 
efforts and industry that Canada is 
preparing for the Olympics. Three 
of his horses are in the pool of hor- 
ses. 

John Rumble, 18, also a student 
at Upper Canada, placed 3rd on L. 


J. McGuiness’ Constellation with a 
score of 293. In dressage he got 


216. John was one of the youngest 
Pony Club members to get his A 
certificate at the age of 12. Last year 
he also coached a team for the Pony 
Club Rally and despite his youth 
has, for a number of years, been an 
instructor of the Pony Club. He re- 
ceived a fair amount of show ring 
experience two years ago when he 
rode some of the- Canadian Eques- 
trian Society horses at Ontario 
shows and competed in the first 
Three Day Event held in Canada in 
1950 on the estate of Maj. Gen C. C. 
Mann. 

The horse he rode, a brown geld- 
ing, recently purchased in the U. S. 
by Mr. McGuiness, to strengthen the 
supply of horses, has dressage train- 
ing but not much is known about 
his jumping experience and ability. 
He would, however, appear to be 
one of the better ones. 

Stewart Treviranus placed 4th on 
his Thoroughbred Victary Mark, 
scoring 284 and 216 in dressage. He 
has shown this horse with consider- 
able success at hunt club shows, 
hunter trials, and in the working 
division at a few of the larger shows 
in Ontario. 

Victory Mark, is a 10-year-old 
brown gelding by *Koenigsmark— 
McTab, by Lovetie and a full bro- 
ther to Last Mark, winner of the 
Canadian Classic, the King’s Plate. 
He was bred by James G. Fair. Vic- 
tory Mark, sometimes shown as 
‘“‘Rustum’”’, was raced on the flat and 
has hunted for several seasons. 

Tom Gayford, well known as a 
member of the Canadian Equestrian 
Jumping Team, rode his young Tho- 
roughbred mare, Late in Life, to 
score 265 and with very little dres- 
sage training received a_ score -of 
209. She is still pretty green and 
it is doubtful if she will be ready 
for the Olympics this year. 

Maj. Gordon Gayford, father of 
Tom, rode his well known Rocket 
to score 255 with a rather weak 
dressage score of 177. Maj. Gayford 
has always been extremely active 
in horse sports, rode steeplechases as 
an amateur, played polo and has 
been a member of Canada’s jumping 
team. 

Rocket is one of the best known 
horses at Ontario shows, competing 
successfully and consistently in hunt- 
er trials, working, conformation and 


performance classes. He is an ex- 
cellent horse across country and 
would be a useful horse for the 


Three Day Event team, if his dres- 
sage can be brought up to a passing 
mark. 

Several other horses have. been 
used in the training but after the 
Prix Caprilli results, work will be 
concentrated on the above horses.

Japan could be represented in all 
three of the major equestrian events 
at the Games. But a lack of suffi- 
cent funds plus currency exchange 
restrictions imposed by the govern- 
ment made it impossible to carry 
out this plan. 

The Japanese Olympic delegation 
js scheduled to leave here the even- 
ing of April 20. In their honor and 
on their behalf, the Tokyo Horse 
Show is being held this year on 
April 19 and 20th. This show, which 
holds a place among Japanese horse 
shows comparable to that of the 
Devon and Warrenton shows in the 
States, is an annual spring affair 
given by the Palace Riding Club at 
its stables on the Imperial Palace 
Grounds in Tokyo. The director of 
this club is Col. Shunzo Kido who is 
mentioned in the enclosed Japan 
News article in connection with the 
Olympic Games in Los Angeles. A 
fine old horseman, Col. Kido ranks 
along with General Yusa as one of 
the two grand old men of Japanese 
equestrian circles. The major por- 
tion of the profits of this year’s show 
will be presented to the Olympic 
Team, and in addition, the hat will 
be passed each day of the show for 
additional contributions. 

On the morning of the 20th, Mr. 
Kitai and two of the other Olympic 
candidates will present an exhibi- 
tion high jumping contest at the 
show. In addition, both days of the 
show will see individual and group 
dressage exhibitions by members of 
the Palace Riding Club and the rid- 
ing masters of the Imperial House- 
hold Stables. The Crown Prince will 
represent the Imperial Household at 
the show, and though it is not de- 
finitely known that he will, it is 
hoped that he will compete in some 
of the jumping events. An excellent 
horseman, he has won many awards 
in both dressage and jumping events. 
This show, like all Japanese shows, 
will have both intermediate and ad- 
vanced individual dressage classes 
as well as a number of dressage ex- 
hibitions. They are classes that we 
could well add to our shows in the 
states as they are real tests of horse- 
manship.

Invitational Trials At Sedgefield 





Hunt Provides A Wonderful Day In the 
Field With Hounds and Genuine Effort 
Made Toward Improving the Sport

A sporting day in the country was 
enjoyed by many amateur hunting en- 
thusiasts and horse lovers when 
Sedgefield Hunt held its first annual 
Invitational Hunter Trials. The trials 
last year were in the nature of a dress- 
rehearsal to test out the new course 
constructed on the Wonderland Farm 
of Stark S. Dillard and to prepare for 
a large number of entries this year 
from the six invited hunts. Ipvita- 
tions were sent to Moore “Zounty 
Hunt, Southern Pines ™ c.; Camden 
Hunt, Camden, S. J., Tryon Hunt, 
Tryon, N. C.; Sha’erag Hunt, Atlanta; 
Deep Run Hunt Club, Richmond, Va., 
and Aiken Drag, Aiken, S. C. 

The day began early with classes 
for lightweight hunters and middle 
and heavyweight hunters on _ the 
agenda for the morning. In the light- 
weight Miss Dottie Dillard’s bay geld- 
ing Joker garnered his first blue with 
a safe trip over the mile course of 11 
fences. Joker is a grand jumper with 
a nice way of going which has cer- 
tainly justified Dottie’s faith in him 
as he has been a jinx horse for so 
long through no fault of his own. He 
was in the terrible van wreck on the 
way to Tryon when six horses were 
on top of each other for 312 hours 
and it is a miracle how they lived to 
tell the tale. Incidentally five of them 
were showing in the trials! Joker 
also won a well-deserved blue in 
hunter hacks. Emphasis throughout 
the day was on the quiet, well-man- 
nered hunter that a Master would 
like to have in his Field. 

Second to Joker in lightweight 
hunters was a nice, rugged mare, 
Happy Girl, owned by Ward Snarr. 
He was piloted by Miss Margaret 
tichardson, who is quite a gal on a 
horse, as what Foxcroft girl isn’t! 
Happy Girl was adjudged the best 
field hunter later on in the afternoon 
during the 112-hour drag. 

Earl S. “Happy” Hoy’s win in the 
middle and heavyweight on Royal 
Chief delighted all the gallery and in 
particular the enthusiastic contingent 
from Southern Pines. William Brew- 
ster, Joint-Master with Azelle Moss of 
Moore County Hounds, recently pur- 
chased Royal Chief from “Cappy” 
Smith, Middleburg, Va., and this was 
the first time “Happy” seemed to 
really get his number and turn in a 
perfect trip. Second to Royal Chief 
was Dudley Williams’ consistent gray 
mare Bold Anne. 

A delicious barbecue was served 
during the lunch hour and afterwards 
Tryon and Sedgefield exhibited their 
packs for the spectators. Huntsman 
Thomas was assisted by M.F.H. Ayers 
and Honorary Whip David Dillard; 
Huntsman George Webster of the 
Tryon was assisted by Whipper-In 
Ray Cochran. It was very interesting 
and colorful. 

A bench show was originally sched- 
uled for the noon hour but there 
were not enough hounds from all 


packs to warrant this. The various 
hunts had been invited to bring 4 
couple each to compete in the bench 
show and then all work together in 
the field trial. The original idea for 
this joint hunter trial and field trial 
was conceived by Carter Brown of 
Tryon with the idea of stimulating 
sport, sportsmanship and good-fellow- 
ship among southern hunts of North 
and South Carolina and Georgia. It 
is a wonderful idea and an interesting 
one to compare hounds as well as 
horses and have a splendid day in the 
field. His original idea was to have 
each hunt take turns as host hunt 
and entertain the others. Tryon last 
year was a great success and Sedge- 
field this year should have drawn 
more outside horses. About nine 
months of paper work went into plan- 
ning the event and with a little effort 
on the part of other hunts, they could 
have had 4 couple of hounds there. 
Granted it was held a little late but if 
we are truly interested in the future 
of fox-hunting, we must make a con- 
scious effort to support any event of 
this kind. Even if it is a trifle incon- 
venient! ; 

I understand Mr. Dillard, who was 
co-chairman with Joint-M.F.H. Charles 
Kearns of High Point, is going to 
make this an annual invitational hunt- 
er trial and more power to him for a 
wonderful gesture of sportsmanship. 

After lunch the hunter hack and 
hunt team classes were held. Aboard 
the winning team were Masters Ayers 
and Kearns of Sedgefield Hunt and 
Secretary-Treasurer Jack Rochelle. 
They were mounted on Home Rule, 
Rebel Yell, and Bolt Pete, perfectly 
matched bays. This team did not 
have the best spacing but the horses 
jumped the best and safest and it’s 
always a thrill to see enthusiastic 
Masters in the saddle. Here again 
emphasis was on a safe conveyance 
rather than brilliance. Second was 
another Sedgefield team of bays, 
Joker, Miss Dottie Dillard; Valley 
Beau, owned by Miss Betsy Richard- 
son, ridden by Muir Lyon; Tippy Tin, 
Miss Martha Riley. Third was the 
Sedgefield greys, Guard On, Bold 
Anne, and Ward Snarr’s Grey Wing, 
ridden by David Dillard. This was 
far and away the most sensational 
team but you couldn’t hold 2/3rds of 
it and they had to go like an express 
train to keep ahead of the third horse; 
Should be hard to beat by show-time, 
though! 

Following these events there was a 
drag over typical Sedgefield Hunt 
Country to judge hounds and the best 
field hunter which honor was awarded 


Ward Snarr’s Happy Girl. Miss Mar- 
garet Richardson started out on 


Happy Girl but changed with Mr. 
Snarr who was mounted on a more 
rembunctious horse. Frederick Bon- 
tecou followed the event in a jeep, 
while Mrs. Bontecou followed hounds 
on Mr. Ayers’ Rebel Yell. Both these

Scent on 
most days was fairly good and there 
were some days toward the end of 
the season when hounds would fairly 
boil to the line. This was always 
ruined, however, by the presence of 
these innumerable deer whose num- 
bers are simply beyond imagination. 

The fox hounds, of course, have 
a fairly difficult time also:ran ae- 
count of the deer, but «. think the 
American fox hounds «re the best 
of all breeds of hounds to control 
on this question of deer, and. beagles 
are the worst. 

Wilf Atkinson carried the horn 
as he has for sO many years, and 
will I trust, for many years to come. 
He was ably assisted by Mrs. Becky 


Trimpi and Miss Peggy Wemple, 
without whose expert knowledge
